With him he remained till the end of the 
war, and received his final discharge at 
Mount Vernon. He has been tesiding in 
Orange county for nearly fifty years, from 
whence he was. browght to the city by 
Messrs. Cannon & Kemp.

He has always enjoyed an honorable char- 
acter, but is very poor, having no support 
for himself and grand children except his 
yearly pension of- $96, which is totally inad- 
equate.
